frien-}ſhip togerher,. and by the mcanes 
of Negotiation, may,and doe fend Let- 


rers, Ambaſſadors, Meſſuages, andrich 
gifrs, Magnificent preſents, Aides of Ar- 
mies, and Navies,by Land and Sea, for 
the expreſsion of their greatneſſe and 
ſupportation of peace and unity one 
with another.

barbarous Nations is ) bee aiſteſticl ed,cr Et 
nuch'd,and as be grew im yeares hee by his ac- 
ceptable ſervices was daily more and more'in fa- 
Pour with the Emperor of Morocco,tnſomuch, 


that bis Mateſiy was pleaſed to take him mts 


has eſpectall grace making him his chiefeſt fa- 
vorite , and iruſty councellor of State, dignif;/d 
hin with the high ſtule or tulle of Alkaid, 
or Lord, than which there 2s not a degree high. 
er under the Emperor ; endowed with Lands 
and revenewes fit and correſpondent for ſo enn- 
nent a calling , gave himthe tivo-moſt honou- 


rable places of Lord great Chamberlame , and 


Lord Privy Seale,andtohis prud:nt care and 


honourable mature wiſedome was committed the 
maine charge and management of the maſt- 1m- 
portant affatres of his whole Empire , and m

Vpon the nineteenth of September 
L(t 1637. they, with their Retinue and 
Followers, came aboord of our Kings 
Ship named the Leopard, commanded

by Captaine William Randrough , who 
was the Generall of the Salls Fleete, who 
after the ſurrendring of Sal did on the 
2 1 of Auguſt ſer ſale from thence;and on 
the 23 of the ſame Moneth he Anchord 
in the Road at Saffee, where they Raicd 
twenty ſeaven dates, t11l the nineteenth 
of September, on which day the Ambaſ- 
ſader tooke Shipping there for England, 
and on the twenty one of September,they 
put .to Sea from Saffee, and after 15 
dates failing throngh varicty of wea- 
ther,they ſafely arrived in the .Nownes , 
& landed at Deale Caſtle in Kent on Sun- 
day,tie cighth of Ottober ; Fram whence 
they (with ſome privateneſle ). rooke 
Horſes and Coaches to Canterbury, and 
from thence to Graveſend , where they 
were lodged , and where by reaſon «f* 
Ayre , and centrariety of Climates, the 
Ambaſsadors health ſeemed to bee much 
impaired with a grudging Ague or Fe- 
yer;fo that "__— ſtrength and health 
he ſtayed at Graveſend nine orten dayes, 
till thurſday, the nineteenth of O&over, 
when by his Maictiites command and

appointment, Sir Jebn Fimet Knight, 


flaſter of the Ceremenies , was ſent 
downe to Graveſend,to conductthe Eine 


baſladors to Lendon,

They had no ſooner taken their Bar- 
ges, and were launched , but an expreſ- 
{ion of Love and Welcome flew in thun- 
dering manner out of the mouths of the 
orcat Ordnance, from both the Block- 
houſes of Graveſend, and on Eſſex (1de, 
and the Tyde being reaſonable calme, 
they pleaſantly paſt to Woolwich , where 
they ſaw his Maieſtics new great Ship 
( the Eighth Wonder of the World ) 


with pleaſing and much contenting Ad- 
miration. After which they paſt to 
G reenewitch , where they landed , and 
Ray'd ar the Koſe and Crowne foure 
Houres , becauſe the Kings Barge with 
the Lord Kenwell, and 12.Gentlcmen of 
his Maicftics Privy Chamber,and other 
wereappointed to come to Greenewitch, 
to bring them to the Tower-wharfe in 
State as was fitting and honourable. 

So they tooke Barges at Greenewitch,al- 
mo{t an houre before Night, with their

Trumpets ſounding before them all che 
way : And after an Houres Row1ng they 
landed at the Tower , where they were 
atcended by Thouſands , and ten Thou- 
ſands of SpeCtators , and welcomed and 
conveycd with his Maicſities Coach, and 
at the leaſt 100, Coaches more, and the 
chiefeſt of the Cittizens , and *Barbary- 
eMerchants bravely mounted on Horſe- 
backe, all richly apparrelled, every man 


having a Chaine of Gold about him ; with 


the Sheriffes and Aldermen of Londen in 
their Scarlet Gownes, with ſuch abun- 
dance of Torches and Links , that 
though it were Night, yet the Strectes 
were almoſt as light as Day. And ia this 
brave and noble way the Embaſſaaor with 
his Aſſociate Mr. Blake, were accompas- 
 nied frem the Tower-wharfe to their 
Lodgings in Wod-ſftreete, at the Houſz 
that was Sir Martm Lumley's, Knight,and 
Alderman of the Citty of Lena, and 
where he kept his Honourable Office of 
Maioralty inthe yeare 1623. 

The 4{kaid, having reaſonable ,well 
recovered him of his Health, after 
C he

hee had taken reſt fifteene or fixceene 
dayes , till Sunday the fife Day of X(o- 
venber , our Kings Maicllies Phyfſitians 


all this while ( by his Maieſties Com- 


mand )attending , and ufing their ap- 
proved belt sk11l , whole paines and ins 
duſtrious Knowledge tooke ſuch good 
efteR for his Health, that on the ſaid 
fore-named Sunday, his Maicſty was ora 
c:oully plcaſed to give them Audicnce, 
at his Palace or Mannour of White-Hall, 
and to that intent theſe preparations 
following were ordered forthe Accom- 
modation of ſo Royalland Honourable 
aDcligne.

Thirdly, the Foure Horſes which were 
ſentas Preſents from the Emperour of Mo- 
rocco, to the King of Great Brittame, did 
Rand ready at the Embaſſaders Houle at 
the Houre afore-ſaid, and all the Horſes 
of thoſe that came from the Court for the

molt gracious and reſpective Audience

beltdes his goodneſle in relieving and

T his Mighty and Potent Price Mulley

The Citty of eMHoreocco, ( which 1s the. 
eHetrepolts of his Empire) as Atlas relates 
1n his Hiſtory of Aﬀrica , hath beene 
one of the greateſt Citties inthe world, 
being once of that huge circuite, that it 
had 100000, houſes within it , moſt 
ſtrong and defencibly walled , with 24 
Cares to iſſue divers wayesout and in at, 
but within theſe 100. yecres paſt, what 
with forraigne Warres and domeſticall 
ſeditions, the Citty 1s much ruined, and 
abatcd of its ancient greatneſle ; yet by 
the Maieſtick Valour and Prudency of 
this Emperor it begins to re-flouriſh, 
and may re-aſlume the former Magni- 
eude which once 1t had. 
The Kengdomes of Feſſe and Sw are 
valte in extention, and rich in divers 
Commodities, as Chameiots, Grogrames, 
and many other Stufftes made of the 
| haire of Cammels, and other Beaſts : be- 
ſides, the beſt Gold is found there in 
plenty , with Oyles, Sugars, and many + 
other forts of Herchandize, for which

our Barbary Merchants doe erafique into

Feſse, he was (lainc that Day , and there 
loft both his Life, and Kingdome of Por- 
tugall ; by which meanes the King of 
Sparne got it, andholds it ;and in the 
fame Fight was flaine the lawfull King 
of Feſſe, and the Viurper, with our 
Country-man Thomas Stukeley,to whom 
the Pope had largely promiſed the King- 
dome of Ireland ; {o that 3. Kings fell in 
that one Battell, 

This Emperor now Reigning, is the 
Sonne of Xeriffe Mulley Ciaan, ( deceaſed) 
who was a valiant and victorious Prince, 
and his Grazdfather was Xeriffe Mulley 
Hamet , a Prince that held geod League 
and Amity with Queene Eltzaveth , (of 
bleſſed and moſt famous: memory ) and 
this Emperor as ſoone as he came to the 
Crowne , he molt lovingly dclired the 
Friendſhip and Royall Amity of our Graci- 
ous King Charles : He is a white man, of 
| a good]y propertion, and a Maieſticall 
_ AſpeR ; he is not above 18. yceeres of age, 
and yet of ſuch ſurpaſſing ſtrength, that 
he hath taken a new Horſe-ſhooe, an\! 
with both his hands hath writhed and

broke it in the midſt. Hee 1s fo good a 
Marke-man with his Piece, that he wil 
ſhoote8. fcorcat a marke as bigge as an 
Engliſh [1x-pence , and hit it with a 
round Bullet : hee rides and weilds a 
Launce of 38, pounds weight , and 
though it be ( and hath beene ) the cu- 
ſlome of theſe Africans Princes to have 
many Wives and Coencubanes , yet 1s he 
of that continency, that he hath but one 
Wife, and makes no uſe of his Concu- 
bines. He 1s ſtout, affable, magnif. 
cent, and more humane and mercifull 
than all his Predeceſlors, or ncighbo- 
ring Kings ever were, or arc; his Exer- 
ciſes are manly and Princely , as Haw- 
king , Hunting, Riding, and praftifing 
Armes both on Foote and Horſe-backe. 
And therefore as a wiſe man faith very 
well , He which bath begun to purchaſe bim- 
ſelfe praiſe and commendation with glory ,oupht

for it us certaine, that Sloth and Negligence 
doe uſe to bring "36 at the firſt a kind of plea. 
ſure and delight , but the end of thoſe men is

This Emperor no ſooner heard ( by 
true intelligence ) of the comming of 
the King of Great Brittames Ships,but he 
quickly raiſed an Army of 40000. men 
Horſe and Foote, for.the Redemption of 
the Captives, and taking of New Sally, : 
But Sidaie Hannet Laiſhz, ( 2 Man Oi oreaAt 
pay , whom they call the Saint , and 
ome title him a Kmg ) was Governour 
of Old Sally, and for his owne ents a 
friend to the Engliſh Ships that road 
there , with our General] Captaine 
Ramshrough ; and indeed the ſaid Laiſh: 
did good ſervice forus againlt New Sal» 
ly ; but chough he profcelt himſelfe to be 
a true Subject and Friend to the Empe- 
ror, to whom both o/d4 and new Sally 
doth rightly belong ) yet when Latſh:

The Emperor hearing Mr, Blakes mo- 
deſt and punCtuall Anſwer, (contrary to 
all expetzation ) moſt Princely and hu- 
manely commilſerated their miſeries, 
and ( as was Requeſted ) hee gave them 
all their liberties to goe ro their Country, 
{ar Mr. Bates carnelt ſuite :) who pre- 
ſently prepared cloaths for them , and 
gave them Gold 1n their Parſes, and be- 
ing all ready to. come away, 15.0f the 
33. being ſooneſt ready,Calmoſt 2. yeeres 
t1nce) came hiſt ; but before the other 18
